Fite discloses a machine-readable serial number is formed on a CD-ROM by using a laser 
to selectively remove a reflective layer from the CD-ROM. Removal of the reflective layer 
creates defects in addressable information storage locations on the CD-ROM. 

Higuchi, discloses the present invention discloses a disc having an information signal 
surface on which a replica of information signals is formed by a stamper provided in a metal 
mold, and a manufacturing method of the disc. 

Hutchison discloses a security device for destroy the information bearing layer and data 
of a compact disc. 

Non^of the references cited in record disclose or suggest an optical disc comprising: 
optical information written onto the optical disc, said information being readable by an optical 
source and an associated optical detector, the optical information including contents and a table 
of contents, wherein a portion of the table of contents is damaged, making the optical 
information not readable by the optical detector, wherein significant potion of the contents is 
undamaged.
